The New Bounty Law 


In answer to several inquiries co n ­ 
cerning tlie new bounty law. we bere 
give the substance of the new statute: 
After J u n e 20. 1915. when any per­ 
son shall kill any wolf, wild-cat or 
jack rabbit, he shall be paid the sum 
of $ 2 for each wolf, $ 1 for each wild­ 
cat and 5 cents far each 
ack rabbit. 
The scalps of such animals killed 
shall be presented by the person kill­ 
ing said anim als to the co m m issio n ­ 
e r s ’ court while the court is in ses­ 
sion. accompanied by the written affi­ 
davit of s a i d party so killing sain 
anim als to the effect that he killed the 
same. 
Tile scalps 
s h a l l consist of 
both 
e ars so that the c o u rt may sufficiently 
Identify the class of animals so pre­ 
sented; both ears must be absolutely 
whole, and no scalp shall be received 
without both ears are whole, unless it 
shows that defects were caused in the 
killing o r tr a p p in g of said anim als. 
No one is to be paid ‘bounty on any 
animal killed before Ju n e 2 0 , 1915.
